By  a  comparison  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  it  will  be  seen 
that  our  receipts  have  exceeded  those  of  the  last  year,  $58,860  90, 
showing  an  increase  in  the  business  of  the  company  well  calcu- 
lated to  inspire  confidence. 

Although  our  expenditures  have  also  increased  $22,397  13, 
yet  on  examination  of  the  items,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  increase 
is  made  up  principally  in  the  purchase  of  motive  power  and 
freight  cars.  During  this  year  two  first  class  locomotives  and 
40  Freight  Cars  have  been  added  to  our  stock,  at  a  cost  of  $36,- 
000. 

The  business  of  the  Company  has  been  carried  on  with  regu- 
larity and  dispatch,  and  we  are  gratified  to  be  enabled  to  say, 
without  serious  accident. 

It  will  be  seen,  that  our  local  business  on  the  Road,  is  still  on 
the  increase.  To  this  source  we  may  confidently  look  for  perma- 
nancy,  as  no  rival  improvement,  which  it  is  probable  can  be  con- 
structed can  successfully  compete  with  us  in  this  department  of 
our  revenue.  It  is  also  gratifying  as  an  evidence  of  the  general 
improvement  and  prosperity  of  the  country  along  the  line  of  our 
Road.  In  1841,  the  first  year  after  the  completion  of  the  Road, 
the  receipts  from  local  travel  was  $8,075  ;  They  are  now  $138,- 
148,40  :  the  freights  the  same  year,  amounted  to  only  $29,726,- 
94,  they  now  reach  $1 12,582,23,  making  a  difference  in  the  total 
local  business  of  the  Company  of  $212,928,69  between  the 
years  1841  and  1853. 

This  may  be  taken  as  a  fair  indication  of  the  progress  of  im- 
provement in  Farming  and  other  industrial  pursuits  of  this  por- 
tion of  the  State ;  and  it  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  look  at 


this  gradual  development  of  the  productive  interests,  and  to  feel 
conscious  that  our  Road  has  contributed  largely  thereto.  The 
prosperity  of  our  Road  and  of  the  country,  go  hand  in  hand  to- 
gether ;  as  the  country  is  improved  the  receipts  of  the  Road  are 
increased  in  a  corresponding  proportion.  To  those  interested  in 
the  Road  therefore  it  must  be  gratifying  to  notice  the  spirit  of 
improvement  abroad  in  the  land,  as  it  is  a  sure  indication  of  our 
onward  march,  and  calculated  to  inspire  confidence  in  the  per- 
manent value  of  the  stock  of  the  Company. 

The  probability  that  the  Wilmington  and  Manchester  Rail 
Road  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  this,  or  early  in  the  com- 
ing year,  suggests  the  propriety  of  your  taking  action  upon  the 
disposition  which  it  is  proposed  to  make  of  the  Steamers  of  the 
Company,  and  of  their  Wharf  in  Charleston,  S.  C.  This  sub- 
ject is  respectful!}''  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

Out  of  the  nett  profits  of  the  year  the  Board  have  declared 
two  dividends,  one  $3,  and  another  of  $4,  on  the  share,  making 
7  per  cent. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  branch  be  constructed  from  our 
Road  to  the  Coal  Mines.  This  subject  is  respectfully  submitted 
for  your  consideration. 

It  is  also  thought  that  the  establishment  of  a  Transfer  Office 
in  the  City  of  New  York  would  tend  materially  to  advance  the 
value  of  the  stock,  and  it  would  be  well  for  the  Stockholders  to 
take  the  subject  into  consideration,  and  if  advisable,  to  give  the 
necessary  authority  to  the  Board  of  Directors  to  establish  such 
an  Office  under  proper  regulations. 

Herewith  you  have  the  report  of  the  Examining  Committee, 
he  general  table  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  current 
year,  Comparative  table  for  the  past  year,  and  the  Treasurer's 
returns  for  the  year.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  on 
behalf  of  the  Board.
